The Brief but Troubled Matrimonial | 
Career of Mr. and Mrs, E. N. 
Raymond, Late of Edmonton—Their 
Experience in Calgary, Edmonton and 


London 


A remarkable divorce case which 
occupied the attention of the London 
courts early in December ‘as a pe- 
euliar interest to Alberta readers | 
owing to the fact that the principals 
are well known not only in South 
Edmonton, where they resided, but 
also in Calgery, where, if report 
speak truly, the petitionér would 
have had no difficulty in securing 
strong evidence that would uncom- | 
fortably implicate two or more possi | 
ble co-respondents. isat) on that 
point ‘“nuf sed.” : 

The case as reported by the Daily 
Telegraph is as follows: 

Mr. Erskine North Raymond sought 
a diverce by reason of the adultery of 
his wife, Mrs, Edith Adelaide Ray- 
mond, with the co-respondent, Mr. 
Richard Fenton (cited as Fitzgerald). | 
The charge was not denied; but the 
respondent alleged connivance, wilful 
neglect, and behaviour conducive to) 
the misconduct on the part of her hus 
band, which he denied. 

According to the opening statement 
of Mr. Inderwick, Q. C., the petitioner 
was an exceedingly foolish young 
man. He came of age in 1891, and had 
placed at his disposal a legacy of some- 
thing like £4,000, He came to London, 
as young men will do, and somehow | 
becatne acquainted with the lady who | 
was afterwards his wife.

counse} did not know, but he under- | 
stood that she belonged to a very de- 
cent Somersetshire family. She was 
an exceedingly pretty young wornan, 
of attractive disposition, but at the 
time the petitioner met her she was! 
undoubtedly living a loose life. How- 
ever, he became very fond of ber, and 
wanted to marry her. He suggested 
that he should go abroad, and that she 
should come after him; that they 
should get married, and live a new life 
away from everyone who had known 
anything about her in the past. She 
consented, and in April, 1893, he went 
out to Canada and built a hotel at an 
out-of-the-way mining town in the 
North Western Territory, She joined | 
him in the tollowing August, and they 
were married in Canada, They were 
happy enough in the somewhat rough 
society of miners, cowboys and ranch- 
ers till early in January of last year, 
when she complained of the dull lif 
and her own ill-health, She wanted | 
to go back to England, and as he could 
not. persuade her to stay with him he, 
let her go. The hotel was not a paying 
property, but they had sunk some 
£3,000 in it, and it was necessary that 
he should stay to sell it. Mr. 
Raymond gave her a __ sufficient 
sum of | money, and = every- 
thing was done to ensure her comfort, |

edly very fond of her husband, for she} 
wrote him mest affectionate letters, 
hoping to see him in England soon,

}CROWS NEST AND 
COMPETITION 


The purchase by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway of the steamship 
froute from Revelstoke into West 
Kootenay probably means that 
the company has given up all hope 


of getting the Crow's Nest 
Railway into its own hands, Sir 
William Van Horne had un- 


doubtedly figured on building the 
Crow's Nest Road. On no other 
supposition can his delay in 
buying the steamers on the Arrow 
and Kootenay Lakes be accounted 
for. A year or two ago the 
Canadian Pacific Company coul 
have bought these steamers at its 
own price. Now it has undoubt- 
edly had co pay very much more, 
On the first of February a daily 
boat service will be put on, and 
there will be a connection with 
the new railway which Mr. Heinze 
is to build immediately from 
Robson to Trail. This with the 
new steamer the Canadian Pacific 
Railway intends to put on will 
give speedy communication 
between Revelstoke and Rossland 
and to all points in the Arvow and 
Kootenay Lakes, and will mean 
much to farmers and shippers in 
Alberta, who will thus secure a 
quicker and presumably cheaper 
means of access to their rapidly 
growiug market in the mining 
camps. Ifthe Government build 
ithe railway through the Crow's 
Nest Pass the country will secure 
two routes to these markets, with 
the best possible competition in 
rates. Such a change would result 
in bringing about a decidedly 
better feeling toward the C. P. R., 


whose management has seldom 
‘been lacking in enterprise, 
though that enterprise has 
not — always been for the 


benefit of the people of this part 
of the country. 


THE C. P. R. 


The Canadian Pacific has paid 
five percent dividends on stock, 
| Some of which was issued at 25 per 
tent. Aveturn of 20 per cent per 
annum on actual investments is 
more than bountiful from a new 
road, and indicates an era of 
afiluence that can scarcely be 
continuous. The line will no doubt 
be seeking favourable concessions 
from the Government in the near 


future. It may be that the 
demand for a new line to the 
Kootenay District will open up 


more extended negotiations.
